Thus, you that are ſpiritual, may ſee, that 
there is no kind of viſible Light or Sight in the ſeaſt, 
but the Original of it is always zit, Further- 
more, [There are many, thouſands of People do K 
vainly imagine, that, there is ſuch an eſſential One- 
neſs between the ſpirit of God, and their own ſpirit, 
that inſtead of r to be but mortal 
Creatures, and muſt die, they grofly flatter them- 
ſelyes with a faoliſh Conceit, that they are in. an 
immortal State already, and cannot ſoe Death:

comprehend this Secret, that 1s to ſay, though all 
Mankind through mixture of Seeds, are geneta- 
red by carnal Copulation , yet there is a certain 
number of them that are only capable of receiving 
of the Light and Life of the Glory to come;
